7. On 29' April, Ausbon met AIRsJAX and AIRBLQWN in order to pass the men 
their pay. At this meeting, AIRBLuhN produced a court summons he had received 
the day before while at school. It instructed him to appear in co-art on 9 May 
as a witness against the Director of the O.R.T. School. This was contrary to 
our expressed wishes and the assurances of BGCANTAR (reference is made to para 
13 of reference 2). 

8. The matter was taken up with BGCANTAR immediately, and once again 
advised them we did not desire AIRBLOWN to present himself in court.

Considerable time is required 
to meet these people, brief them and also arrange to back-stop any story they 
are supplied with. This is currently being done with REDESIGN who is being 
processed for Australia and AIDEFT who is being processed for Canada. 
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
